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ABSTRACT 

A system and a method for managing a supply chain are provided. A request 
for a transaction involving an enterprise and at least one partner in a supply chain is 
received from an end-user or the partner. Real-time data relevant to the transaction is 
accessed from an existing partner system. A context for the transaction is generated 
using the real-time data. The request is processed in the context for the transaction. 
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
